After having killed the Young bill 


for establishment of 
a 
scientific 


crime detection institute at tho Uni-

the difference between the total of 
current assets and the total of cur- 
rent liabilities. It is the difference 
between x\hat a corporation must 
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pay on short notice and the sources 
from which It may obtain the funds 
for such payment. Dividend declara- 
tions come out of this 
difference. 


But under current assets ara auch 
items and inventories and bills re- 
ceivable. These are not Immediately 
available of disbursements to stock- 
holders. 
The inventories must be 


turned into cash and 
in times of 


falling prices they may havo to be 
realized ou at a loss. Simllaily. the 
iMlls leceivable may not all be col- 
lectable although it Is, the custom 
to set up a reserve for that purpose. 
Tho only source from which the di- 
vidends can come is the cash Items 
including moneys in the bank and 
immediate marketable securities and 
out of these must be paid all other 
bills before the stockholders receive 
anything. A coiporation may have 
an imposing surplus and yet be in 
no position to pay a dividend.

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REFERENDUMS 


When proponents of a bill at Mad- 


ison cannot gain a majority of the leg- 
islature in its favor they are falling 
into the habit of asking that it be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people. The 


' surprising ease with which other mem- 


bers of the legislature who oppose the 
bill and whose duty is therefore to de- 
feat it, are willing, nevertheless, to put 
it to a referendum, indicates that a 
deeper consideration better be had con- 
cerning our form of government and 
the relation of referendums to it. 


This is a representative form of 


government. That statement cannot 
be repeated too often. Because of its 
gigantic size and great population it 
could not hope to be operated success- 
fully otherwise. 


We have lately amended the consti- 


tution creating a situation so that leg- 
islators are receiving a decent salary 
and for that we must expect a con- 
stant willingness to shoulder every re- 
sponsibility that goes with their posi- 
tion. 


There is a time for referendums. In- 


deed, there are questions upon which 
the people may be said to have the 
inherent right to record a direct vote. 


But referendums must be severely 


limited to questions that, because of 
their distinct and transparent impor- 
tance, or their farreaching effect upon 
the daily lives and obligations of all, 
instinctively strike the people as de- 
manding a direct vote. 


Questions referring to the everyday 


business of the government do not 
justify a referendum. 


Questions like that submitted last 


April of whether the people want li- 
censes issued from the county seat or 
the state capital have no business in 
a referendum. 


A question like that proposed re- 


cently at Madison of putting the light 
to Sunday amusements to a vote of the 
people has no proper place in a refer- 
endum and would never be proposed in 
a. legislature that was not cowering in 
fear of a noisy, grim and active minor- 
ity. 


It therefore becomes the duty of leg- 


islators to study questions 
carefully 


and from every angle and determine 
what in their judgment is the best pol- 
icy for the state to follow. 


It is not their duty to become weary 


of their many labors, arduous though 
they are, and pass those questions 
along to the people. 


It is not only because we will get 


much better government by means of a 
close study of each question by a se- 
lected few who are directly responsible 
to the people, but a constant submis- 
sion of a variety of questions, instead 
of reserving referendums for matters 
of the utmost importance, will develop 
a laxity, a confusion and a mixup in 
our laws that will make for a hopeless 
jumble and derangement instead of a 
plain and consistent system. 


Some of the matters recently sub- 


mitted and some now proposed for fu- 
ture submission amount to nothing 
short of legislative pettifoggery. 


The people do not care for shy and 


timid legislators. On the contrary the 
legislator who faces questions frankly, 
Investigates fully, coSnes to a conclu- 
sion fairly and then stands by what he 
believes to be the right, will more oft- 
en receive the support of the public, to 
say nothing of its admiration.

WHAT INTEREST WILL DO 
The popular mayor of Boston, James 


Michael Curley, has insured his life 
for $100,000 \vith the provision that 
upon his death his children will share 
its income during their lives and there- 
after the fund shall be invested at 5 
per cent for two centuries, and its in- 
come then shall be turned over for the 
relief of unemployed persons. 


The most interesting thing about 


this gift is what will happen to $100,- 
000, with it« income reinvested, In two 
^centuries, ^fof it has been figured out 


tha£ *t'tft*t time it will amount to 


$45,548,527 and the,income upon it for 
distribution over $2,000,000 a year. 


The example calls to mind the fact 


of the sale of an island upon part of 
which the city of New York is built, 
for which the Indians received $25 
some three centuries ago, and the 
enormous difference in value today 
which is pointed out as an indication 
of how the Indians were given the 


< worst of the bargain. 


Yet the lowly $25 of three centuries 


ago invested at 6 per cent with its in- 
come reinvested would amount today 
to about $4,000,000,000, and had the 
Indians so invested it they might laugh 
up their sleeves at all the tall towers 
that now stand upon their former prop- 
erty. 


COMMISSIONER OF INSURANCE 


Harry J. Mortensen, long familiar 


with state affairs by three terms of ser- 
vice-in the legislature, a lawyer by edu- 
cation and a banker by experience, has 
been appointed commissioner of insur- 
ance to succeed M. J. Freedy, brother- 
in-law of ex-Governor Zimmerman who 
appointed him to office. 


The commissioner of insurance oc- 


cupies a position of considerable im- 
portance in the state. To him every 
foreign insurance company must ap- 
ply for permission to transact business 
in Wisconsin, and his is the responsi- 
bility of ascertaining that the affairs of 
every insurance company doing busi- 
ness in this state, domestic as well as 
foreign, are in a sound condition so 
that the people, in case of loss, may be 
promptly reimbursed. 


Although at one time fire insurance 


accounted for a great share of the in- 
demnity contracts in the state, other 
forms of insurance, and particularly 
liability and other classes of automo- 
bile insurance, have crept up with 
amazing speed. With this new situ- 
ation the position of insurance com- 
missioner becomes increasingly useful 
and important. 


Wherever it is possible a standard 


form of insurance should be put into 
effect, that is a form in which the law 
provides the exact provisions that may 
go into the policy. We have such a 
foHh as respects fire insurance but the 
tendency must be checked to permit 
exceptions to it. It is only through a 
fair study and careful writing of the 
law that people are saved from the 
vicious depredations of wildcat com- 
panies like those that covered the state 
in the accident and sickness insurance 
fields some twenty-five years ago, sell- 
ing sickness insurance policies that 
contained, in fine print, so many ex- 
ceptions that there was little chance 
to recover anything for an ailment, 
and accident policies so surrounded 
by ifs and ands that they amounted to 
nothing more than palpable frauds; 
and with the result that when a per- 
son came to court to collect he found 
that he was exactly like the insect in 
the smooth Chinese adage which men- 
tions the curious fact that a "grass- 
hopper always gets the worst of an 
argument with a chicken." 


Mr. Mortensen has a fine opportun- 


ity to perform a distinct public ser- 
vice and,, particularly in advising and 
guiding the people and the legislature 
in relation to the obvious reappraisal of 
his department that conditions de- 
mand, as well as the formulation of 
plans to meet changing situations. In 
a broad way the department must pre- 
vent a recurrence of vices that have 
developed, protect fair companies from 
fraud and exploitation and compel 
companies otherwise i n c l i n e d to 
promptly and fairly meet losses or 
leave the state.

>ermit a larger "house." Some of the more racy 
cruses celebres easily would fill huge stadia with 
the curious, and no doubt in time the amplifier 
will be as common a piece of Court furniture as 
the gavel or the defendant. 


The expected, of course, Is about to happen. 


Numbers of Judges and attorneys long 'have 
toyed with the idea of broadcasting trial pro- 
ceedings. This may be done for the first time in 
the Cleveland case of Hymie Martin, accused of 
murder. Judgre, Prosecutor and defense counsel 
nave registered no objections to the plan; there- 
fore, it is possible that -shortly we shall see or 
tear tho administration of justice. Involving the 
iife-of a man, reduced to the common level of 
crooning and old-time fiddling. 


While this trend toward justice as n free the- 


atrical amusement has been going on relentlessly. 
thoughtful people worry about the lost dignity of 
the law and of the Courts. Some solemnly sub- 
mit that dressing the Court, and perhaps even 
the counsel, in the traditional black robes, would 
bring added dignity.

Let's 
see if -we can't reach an understand 
ing. I find that a layman, though 
terribly dumb and often quite obsti- 
nate in liis notions about matters of 
health, physiology, hygiene and med- 
icine, now and then can see reason 
if somebody will only take the trou- 
ble to explain things to him I know 
I myself haven't enough 
patience 


with the layman who comes 
with 


that air of knowing so much about 
these things. My impulse

But after all, sarcasm 
is wasted on a dumbbell. 
He just 


gets hurt or indignant, where a more 
Intelligent victim would wince, per- 
haps, but then he'd think it over 
and pretty soon he'd come back with 
a grin—something 
like the stage 


Englishman seeing the point of the 
alleged joke. 


A real specialist is a 
physician 


who has put in several years at gen- 
eral practice, as a family practition- 
er, and finding himself especially In- 
terested and perhaps 
particularly 


successful in some special field, he 
manages to take, say, six months or 
a year dff and returns to school for 
postgraduate instruction in that spe- 
cial field and then goes back, but not 
back to the mines. 
He goes back 


home and sends his cards to all his 
medical colleagues—but never to the 
public—announcing that he is limit- 
ing his practice to whatever special- 
ty he elects. 


A real specialist does not 
treat 


whatever happens along. He treats 
only such cases 
as 
are properly 


within his limited province. He de- 
pends, not on the direct patronage of 
the public, but upon the confidence 
bis medical colleagues have in his 
special ability—they refer their pa- 
tients to him for his special examin- 
ation or treatment or opinion or ad- 
vice. 


Brass 
specialists—your 
kind— 


would starve if they had to wait for 
physicians to refer cases to them, 
for their own colleagues know too 
well how incompetent and untrust- 
worthy these short-cut 'specialists" 
are. Brass specialists shrewly appeal 
to popular credulity and to the ig- 
noramus wiseacres who imagine that 
if a doctor calls himself a specialist 
he must be better than ordinary doc- 
tors. Brass specialists, in short, are 
the shame 
of modern 
medicine. 


Most of them are born specialists— 
that is they buist upon 
the world 


fresh from medical school, with no 
experience at all in private general 
practice. They are the pampered pets 
of society relations. 


A real specialist does not pass the 


patient aiound to half a dozen other 
specialists. He makes his own exam- 
ination, and if he needs 
further 


data he asks the family 
doctor for 


the Information. This may not be so 
impressive to the wiseacre customer, 
but it is more economical and more 
effective in getting at the patient's 
trouble.

.rade, that prompted President Hoo- 
fer to call the leaders of both po- 
dtical parties into conference here 
n the hope of formulating a pro- 
gram, 
non-partisan 
in character, 


which would give adequate support 
it the December session of congress. 


There are several things which 


:an be done but they all have the 
same objective—the relief of Ger- 
many. 


• Several Lines of Action 
First, Germany 
can 
declare a 


moratorium on payments to the al- 
ies, who ,in turn can suspend pay- 
ments to the United States. Neither 
3ermany nor the allies need ask 
:he permission of the United States 
.o take such a step. While it would 
lave a profound effect 
on Ger- 


nany's internal politics it probably 
would only postpone the crisis to 
some later day.

BLURRED VISION 


Blurred vision does't mean you 


need glasses, necessarily. Sometimes 
it is your liver. Sometimes it Is fa- 
tigue. Sometimes it Is because you 
have been looking intently at too 
many things too longr. 


Bsercises for the eyes, plus plen- 


ty of rest between exercises, can do 
wonders tor your eyes. Some eye 
specialists teach certain daily doz- 
ens for eyes that bring back wander- 
ing- vision to an ability to focus. 


Just exercising your eyes, with- 


out knowing why, is s. dangerous 
thing to do. But certain exercises 
are good for them generally and can 
do only beneficial things to your 
vision. Here are some mild eye-exer- 
cises which -will relax your eyes, if 
nothing else. They might actually 
help your focusing powers, if you did 
them regularly. 


1. Sit still, relaxed, and fix your 


eyes on some small 
object, 
then 


switch to the electric 
light, 
the 


match box on the table ,or some such 
small thing. Look at it steadily for 
long enough time to count five, then 
roll your eyes up-nard, without lifting 
your head, until you seem to be try. 
ing to look up through your fore- 
head. 


Hold that look while you breathe 


naturally : nd count five. Then bring 
your glance back down to the small 
object again. Do you see just one of 
it? Or do you sec two? By doing 
this kind of exercise faithfully, sev- 
eral times a day. you probably will 
end by seeing just one, winch means 
your vision is better.

2. Cast your eyes down, then slow. 


ly roll them out as if trying -to look 
at your right ear, then 
straight 


across the front, jthen trying to look 
at your left ear, then down again.

Bankers who- have been Identified 
•with foreign financing' went so far 
Saturday as 
to characterize 
the 


news from "Washington that Presi- 
dent Hoover has initiated 
efforts 


for the relief, of Germany as "the 
most constructive development that 
has taken place in foreign affairs 
Bince the end of the war." 


There was Immediate response to 


the. announcement that this country 
Is considering steps that may be 
taken "to assist In economic re- 
covery both here and abroad," by 
markets for stocks and domestic 
and foreign bonds. 
- It was felt in "Wall Street that the 
"Washington announcement came at 
the moment when It would have an 
important psychological effect In in- 
dustrial and in political circles. It 
is generally believed that the change 
in the attitude of the administration 
followed conferences 
which Secre- 
tary Mellon has had1 In London with 
the prime minister of England and 
with the governor of the bank of 
England. They were able to give 
him. Information regarding the state 
of affairs in Germany, 
which had 


become much more serious since Mr. 
Mellon left the United States a fort- 
night ago. 


In spite of the- advance in the re- 


discount rate of the bank of Ger- 
many on Monday, - that Institution 
•has been losing gold and foreign ex- 
change until the reserve 
of the 


Eelchbank Saturday was 
close to 


the 40 per cent minimum. It was 
announced Saturday afternoon that 
the three or four large private banks 
in Berlin had- granted the govern- 
-ment a credit of 250,000,000 reichs- 
marks in order to cover government 
debts -which are 
near 
maturity. 
.this loan was made on the basis of 
9 per cent Interest. 


Should Creclr Outflow 


.One effect of the announcement 


that the United States has taken a 
more sympathetic attitude toward 
the Crisis in Germany should be to 
check, the outflow of foreign capital 
in Germany and also stop the "flight 
of the mark." French and Ameri- 
can lenders have been withdrawing 
funds from Germany 
this month 


and have been refusing to renew 
credits when they became due. The 
fact that the United- States govern- 
ment now takes the attitude that it 
must play a part In helping Ger- 
many to carry on changes the whole 
attitude of the banking world toward 
German credits. 


It is * too early ~to 
speculate on 


•what form American support for 
the German situation may take. The 
most logical method of 
assisting 


her would be to defer for 
some 


stated time the payments which are 
being made by different countries to 
the United States, but which depend 
on the reparation payments originat- 
ing in -Germany. In spite of the 
fact that the Young plan greatly 
reduced the amount of annual re- 
parations payments set up 
-under 


the Dawes plan In 1924, the decline 
In commodity prices and the indus- 
trial reaction that has occurred In 
Germany make her situation as a 
aebator much more serious today 
than It was when the debt terms 
tvere revised—for all time, as every- 
Dne thought then-r-ln the winter of 
L930.

Corn ha- Improved rap- 
idly since the recent rains as so hrve 
all other crops except pastures and 
hay. Hay is light and too near the 
harvesting- time to 
improve very 


much. Some of the most remarkable 
Improvements are In wheat, barley 
and oats.

far corn is a good crop, barley fair, 
oats fair, winter wheat, good, rye on 
light soil, poor, and on heavy soil 
fair, canning- peas, good, and pasture 
poor. There are a great many varia- 
tions In the conditions of the crcps 
and the above estimates are nothing 
more than averages. Beside the work 
that was being done In corn and 
cabbage fields a great effort was be- 
ing made by some farmers to stop 
Canada thistles, mustard and sow 
thistles from going to seed. 


In some quarters, the drouth has 
either severely damaged or killed 
evergreen trees, and pests are dam- 
aging apple trees, early cabbage, cu- 
cumbers, potatoes and garden vege- 
tables. So far pests are not injuring 
the principal farm crops very seri- 
ously yet complaints are made about 
potato bugs, cutworms and grubs. 


Two or three palls of water poured 


over the roots of a small, wilting ce- 
dar or other small evergreen trees In 
a yard dally, before too late, will 
probably revive it. Lack of water is 
killing evergreen trees 
in 
some 
places. 
. The pests that are killing early 
cabbage plants set o\ * in the fields 
are plant lice. The symptom of lice 
Infestation Is rolled leaves covering 
large numbers of lice In the 
folds. 


Cabbage lice or aphides are controlled 
by the use of contact emulsions such 
as kerosene emulsion and whaleoil 
soap or other soaps, says Farmers' 
Bulletin 433, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Kerosene-soap emulsion Is prepar- 


ed by combining one-half pound of 
whale-oil soap, or 1 quart of soft 
soap with one gallon of water. The 
soap Is dissolved in boiling water 
and then poured while still boiling 
hot (away from the fire) into the 
kerosene. 
The mixture 
is 
then 


Churned rapidly for about five min- 
utes, pumping the liquid back upon 
Itself by means of a foyce pump and 
direct-discharge nozzle throwing a 
strong stream. 
At the end of this 


time the mixture will become of the 
consistency of thick cream. 
For 


most species of aphides the 
staple 


emulsion should be diluted with 10 to 
20 parts of water. In the prepara- 
tion of the kerosene emulsion a force 
pump Is a necessity since if it is not 
made according to directions a per- 
fect emulsion is not farmed. Nicotine 
sulfate Is another control for cab- 
bage lice. Some Outagamie cabbage 
growers instead 
of trying control 


measures for cabbage lice have re- 
planted their early cabbage 
fields 
with corn. 


The cucumber beetle Is already do- 


ing considerable damage and It will 
do more as Its numbers Increase If 
the growers make r.o Interference. 
To control this pest dust plants with 
air slaked lime and paris green or 
with arsenate of lead. Repeat at in- 
tervals as often as insets appear. 
Arsenate of lead (powder) or paris 
green Is applied dry with 1 ounce to 
3 to 4 pounds sifted air slaked lime 
or flour. Another control is covering 
the plants with hill protectors. 


Cutworm damaging sweet corn 


and other garden products may be 
controlled by the use of a poisoned 
bait consisting of 3 pounds of bran; 
2 ounces of white arsenate or paris 
green. Dissolve 1 ounce salt and 2 
ounces cheap synip in a small quan- 
tity ot water. Mix thoroughly and 
add enough water to make a crum- 
bly mash. Scatter small amounts of 
the bait about the plants at night.

numbers is when it first attacks the 
plants, says "Wisconsin Bulletin 355. 
Beetles congregate in large numbers 
on squash, melons, and cucumber 
plants and feed ravenously on the 
first thick leaves. The beetles are In 
a small area, are usually sluggish, 
and a few good puffs of dust will 
kill 95 per cent or more of them. 
These first beetles produce 
the
